Sharp Increase 
In Food Prices 
Broke April Mark 


WASHINGTON (U P )-T h e gov­ 
ernm ent reported today that a 
sharp 
increase 
in 
food 
prices 
pushed the cost of living to an­ 
other new record level in April. 
The rise m eans an autom atic 
2-cent hourly wage increase for 
1.400,000 a u t o m o t i v e , farm er 
equipm ent and electrical workers. 
The Labor D epartm ent's Bureau 
of Labor Statistics said its con­ 
sum er price index 
rose three- 
tenths of one per cent between 
M arch and April to 119.3 per cent 
of average 1947-49 prices. 
it was the eighth consecutive 
m onth in which the index set a 
new record. 
The April index was 3.8 per 
cent higher than a year ago. 
The two-ceflt hourly 
pay in­ 
crease will go to workers whose 
wage contracts contain escalator 
clauses tied to fche cost of living 
index for April. The increase will 
be paid on June I. along with an 
increase of at least 6 cents an 
hour for w orkers in the automo­ 
bile industry as an annual im* 
provoment factor.
